its frat year, the report on which is very 
satisfactory, There have been 78 pati- 
ents dismissed from the wards cured, and 
over 200 confirmed opium-smokers have 
been treated as out-pationts. No less than 
94,739 of the anti-opium pilla were sold 
outside, which realized. a profit (to ga 
towards paying expenses) of nearly 2000 
tiaw, or about $165 ; while in the Re- 
fuge itself the consumption of these pills 
showed a total of 20,090, or on an aver- 
age 257 for each patient. ~Among the 
curiosities of this report it may be noted 
that the largest number of pilla conaum- 
ed by one individual in ‘the. curing pro- 
cesa was 937, and the lowest; number 32, 
Over 900 tiau (or say $75). have been 
collected from the missionaries in aid of 
this practical institution, while all the 
subscriptions have not yet.been called 
up—notably a sum of over 840 contri-. 
buted by the native charches—as the 
profit of the sale of the pills has almost 
made the Refuge self supporting, To 
show tho really good work that is being 
done by this little establishment, it may 
be added that the in-patients of the 


Refuge themselves contributed about |. 


fifty tiau (say $4 or $5) towards the 
charitable work the benefits of which 
they had discovered by personal experi- 
ence, The Refuge is in a small Bud- 
dhist temple inside the Hatu gate, pur- 
chased for that purpose by Dr. Dudgeon, 
the worthy founder and active supporter 
of this Good-Samaritan house, There 
are at present twelve in-patients in the 
Refuge, and the demand outside for 
anti-opium medicine is said to be largely 
on the increase. Indeed, so successful 
haa been this humane effort to ameliorate

THE CO-HONG MERCHANTS OF 
CANTON. 

To the Editor of the ‘‘Carna Mam.” 

Canton, 19th March, 1870, 
Brn, —As I happen. to be the only foreign 
merchant now in China who was present in 
Canton before the functions and privileges 
of the members of the Co-Hong of « Secu- 
rity”? Merchants ceased (in 1843,) I oan« 
not peasant evade the appeal pointedly 
made in the following notioo (in your issue 
of the 17th instant) of a recent. article in 
the Sin Pao of Shanghai, which you justly 
characterize as “ wholesome ;” since it is o 
double-edged sword ostensibly wielded by o 
Chinese agninst frauds in the manipulation 
of ‘Tea and Siik, who generously disdained 
using the back stroke against ‘ China-clay” 
in another form, But, in regard to the excess 
of generosity evinced in his. attributing the 
“Zeal origin of the first war to the greed of 
the Chinesé Hong Merchants and the illegal 
exactions of the Custom House,” I am 
bound to declare, os a living witness of the 
careera of those Merchants for ten yeara 
(1833 to 1843) that [ cannot respond in the 
sense you.expect; since the essential ingre- 
dient of truth is wanting in this diotum and 
consequently, instead of satisfaction, I can- 
not but express regret at the injustice to 
the Chinese. That I write thus with full 
warrant by the opinions of Mr Lancelot.
